Savings Firm
Reports Gain
In Resources

An 18 per cent gain in total
assets, was reported yesterday
by Fred E. Edwards, president
«©f the Southwest Savings and
Loan Assn., il a statement re-
leased-with the association’s an.
nual report. !

Edwards said that the associ-
ation's assets increased from
$19,192,085 on Dec. 31, 1053, to
